tBy tho Associated Press) 


JACKSON, Calif.—- The first of 


the 47 bodies of the Argonaut Gold 
Mine disaster will be brought to 
the surface in tho Kennedy mine 
this afternoon, 
A crew of the U. 


S. Bureau of Mines in charge of 
B. 0. Pickard, district mining en- 
gineer of the bureau, went down 
the shaft at 8 o'clock. The proce- 
dure will be to draw oil gas 
and 


force fresh air into the Argonaut. 
Each body will be wrapped in can- 
vas, loade'd on a skip and pulled u? 
one by one by compressed air, to 
the 4,200 foot level and then taken 
through the hole to the Kennedy 
for removal to the top. 
The 
la- 


borious process will take about two 
hours for each of the bodies to be 
brought out. 


Announcement that 
all 47 men 


entombed here were dead was made 
at 9 o'clock Monday night 


A note found on one of the bodies 


indicated that all 
men 
had died 


within five hours of the beginning 
of the fire on Aug. 27, officials said. 


All the 
miners were found be- 


hind the second of two bulkheads 
they had built in a cross cut, 4,350 
feet down in the Argonaut mine. 


Officials declared the mute evi- 


dence of the men's struggles show- 
ed they were 47 of the most cool 
headed men imaginable. 


Sixteen of the entrapped miners 


removed their clothing to provide 
material for stuffing the cracks in 
the wooden barrier, 
hastily con- 


structed, which 
was 
four.d early 


Monday evening. 


Then another barrier "Was built 


of rack, earth and debris. 
How-^, 


ever the gas and fumes from the' 
fire app%rentlj-s,eeped through tha 
first bulkhead 'and'the-" men "fled 
from the 
site 
where 
they were 


building the second one to start., a 
third, farther on. 
' 
Death Came Easily 


This third attempt to wall off the 


death dealing qras was made at the 
end of the 4,350 foot cross cut in 
the Argonaut, but the fact that on- 
ly a bare start was made at it, 
proves, the mine officials said, that 
deadly carbon monoxide and 
the 


suffocating 
carbon 
dioxide 
had 


reached i', and performed their fat- 
al office before the forty-seven un- 
fortunates could raise even an ex- 
cuse for a barrier. 


Mine officials said that death had 


come to the entombed men pain- 
lessly. The prases, they said, would 
produce first a lethargy, then a 
coma and finally death.

Government by Injunction 


(An Editorial by Robert M. La Follette in La Follette's Magazine for September) 


T 


HE National Bar Association, at its 
last convention, bewailed- the lack 
of prestige of the courts. In this 


the bar is in agreement with the lovers 
of free constitutional government. But 
the National Bar-Association,-made up 
largely, as it is, of attorneys represent- 
ing great wealth, often criminally ac- 
quired, lacks 'vision and desire to seek 
out the reason for this distressing condi- 
tion, and if it had the reason, it lacks the 
desire to apply the remedy. 


There can be little respect for the de- 


partment of justice until that department 
shall respect the constitution and laws of 
the land. Within the memory of this 
generation there has been a degeneration 
of the 'federal department of justice. 
Federal courts and federal district.attor- 
neys'have become in many-instances en- 
gines of oppression for the poor, denying 
them their constitutional rights- while at 
the same time they have aided and abet- 
ted criminal conspiracies in robbing the 
people of their natural wealth and priv- 
ileges. 
. 


The Sherman Act, perfectly designed 


to prevent conspiracies in restraint of 
trade, has been flouted by the depart- 
ment of justice until it is a dead letter. ^ 


The bill of rights of our constitution is 


wilfully violated by district attorneys and 
judges sworn by solemn oath to uphold 
it. 


During the late..war free men were 


cruelly, and jnh.umanly punished for no 
other offense than the exercise; o'f their 
undoubted constitutional, rights of free 
speech and free assemblage. At the same 
time traitors to their country and trait-- 
ors to the "boys'at the front were allowed 
to freely rob the government and go un-- 
whipped of justice. Today they parade 
their billions of ill-gotten wealth in the 
face of, honest men without the disap-V 
proval -of 'the department: of justice.

But the in- 
junction obtained by the Attorney Gen- 
eral had no such offense and no such 
punishment in view. It had as its.pur- 
pose putting -workingmen in fear of ar- 
bitrary punishment for contempt of court 
for no offense at all. The-.injunction was 
all-conclusive, including the prohibition 
of any act of'sympathy for the striking, 
workmen. It prevented any act of hu- 
manity toward the strikers on the part of 
any citizen/ It was to strike terror into 
the hearts*of our people who might—in 
the exercise of a constitutional right- 
take the side of the workmen in .their 
fight for a living wage: 


Besides, being a. violation .of the fed- 


eral constitution, the injunction granted 
at Chicago is clearly a.violation of the 
spirit of the Clayton Act of Congress. 
That act in part reads as follows: 


"And no'such. restraining order or.in- 


junction shall prohibit any person or per- 
sons, whether singly or in/concert, from 
terminating.uny 'relation.of employment, 
or from ceasing to perform any work ot 
labor, or from recommending, advising, 
or persuading others by peaceful means 
so to do; or from' attending at any place 
where any such person, or persons may 
lawfully be, for the purpose of peacefully 
obtaining or .communicating .information, 
or from peacefully persuading, any per- 
son to work or to abstain-from working; 
or from ceasing to patronize or to em- 
ploy, any-party to such, dispute, or from
